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(A)  INTRODUCTION 


The  Kennedy  family  is  descendant  from  the  ancient  Earls  of  Carrick, 
who  lived  in  Ayrshire,  Scotland.  Duncan  de  Carrick  (“the  chief  of  the  clan”) 
lived  A.  D.  1153.  He  had  a  son  Nichol  de  Carrick,  and  a  grandson  Roland 
de  Carrick.  Roland  “took  the  name  Kennedy”  in  the  14th  Century. 

In  both  Scotland  and  Ireland  the  name  Kennedy  means  “the  head  of  a 
sept  or  clan.”  The  Celtic  form  of  Kennedy  is  Cenna-Thighe.  Another 
authority  claims  that  both  Kennedy  and  McKenzie  came  from  the  name 
Kenneth.  Another  says  that  the  name  comes  from  the  Irish  O’Ceannphada 
or  O’Cinnidh;  Irish  Caoinnach  (peaceable  man).  Still  another  authority 
claims  that  the  name  was  originally  Cennedi  (a  man  by  that  name  in  Ireland 
was  the  ancestor  of  Brian  Boru,  King  of  Munster  and  Monarch  of  Ireland) . 

Roland  de  (Carrick)  Kennedy  was  killed  in  the  Holy  War  against  the 
Saracens.  His  daughter  married  Robert  de  Bruce.  His  right  to  lead  the 
clan  was  confirmed  upon  him  by  King  Robert  II.  It  is  believed  that  practically 
all  the  Kennedy s  of  the  World  are  descendant  from  Roland  Kennedy  and  from 
Kennedy  of  Dunure  (who  was  chief  of  the  clan,  Earl  of  Cassillis  and  Marquis 

of  Ailsa).  1401480 

Some  of  the  Kennedy s  who  settled  in  the  North  of  Ireland  called  them¬ 
selves  O’Kennedy.  One  of  these  was  Darby  O’Kennedy  of  Ballekierogue  Castle, 
whose  son  John,  of  Dublin,  died  1758.

It  is  believed  that  all  the  foregoing  Kennedy  families  are  related  either 
by  virtue  of  being  descendants  of  common  ancestors,  or  by  intermarriage. 

The  Kennedy s  have  been  in  America  since  the  early  17th  Century  and  it 
is  estimated  that  there  are  now  more  than  200,000  Kennedys  in  the  United 
States.  See  Chapter  (L).  Many  of  the  American  Kennedys  are  descendants 
of  Robert  and  William  (brothers),  who  came  from  Ireland  to  Bucks  County, 
Pennsylvania,  1730.  Others  are  descendants  of  David  Kennedy,  of  Butler 
County,  Pa.

MRS.  KENNEDY  [or  FARRELL]  (d.  1793) :  Actress  and  vocalist;  b. 
Ireland.  Dr.  Arne  undertook  her  musical  education  upon  hearing  her  beautiful 
voice.  She  appeared  in  many  musical  farces  and  operas  in  Covent  Garden. 
She  sang  in  concerts  at  Vauxhall  Gardens,  in  the  Drury  Lane  oratorios,  and 
in  Handel  commemorations. 

ALEXANDER  (1695-1785):  Founder  of  a  family  of  eminent 
violin-makers;  b.  Scotland;  made  violins  on  the  high  German,  or  “Stainer,” 
model.  A  grandson,  Thomas  K.  (1784-1870) ;  was  the  best-known  violin- 
maker  of  the  family. 

SIR  ARTHUR  EDWARD  (1810-1883):  Colonial  Governor;  b.  co. 
Down;  s.  of  Hugh;  educated  Trinity  Coll.,  Dublin;  served  on  relief  committee 
during  Irish  famine,  1847;  Governor  of  Gambia,  1851;  Governor  of  Sierra 
Leone,  1852;  served  in  same  capacity  in  Western  Australia,  1854-62,  when 
companionship  of  the  Bath  was  conferred  upon  him;  served  on  Vancouver’s 
Island,  1863,  West  African  settlements,  1867;  knighted  in  1868  and  in  1872 
became  Governor  and  Commander-in-chief  of  Hong  Kong;  Governor  of 
Queensland,  1877. 

BENJAMIN  HALL,  D.  D.  (1804-1889):  Head-master  of  Shrewsbury 
School;  regius  professor  of  Greek  at  Cambridge;  canon  of  Ely;  b.  Summer 
Hill;  imbued  with  a  love  of  learning  and  passionate  admiration  for  poetry; 
Charles  and  Erasmus  Darwin  were  his  schoolfellows.  His  energetic  nature 
and  enthusiasm  endowed  his  pupils  with  a  vigorous  love  of  knowledge.  A 
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list  of  innumerable  distinctions  obtained  by  Shrewsbury  men  at  Oxford  and 
Cambridge  between  1840  and  1860  establishes  his  claim  to  be  the  greatest 
classical  teacher  of  the  century.  He  wrote  school  grammars  and  was  warmly 
interested  in  education  of  women;  member  of  a  committee  to  revise  the  New 
Testament,  1870-80;  elected  honorary  fellow  of  St.  John’s  Coll.,  1880,  and  in 
1885  an  ordinary  fellow  for  the  second  time  after  an  interval  of  fifty-eight 
years;  received  honorary  degree  of  LL.  D.  from  the  Univ.  of  Dublin,  1885.  In 
politics  he  was  a  Liberal  and  in  religious  matters  a  staunch  supporter  of  the 
established  church.  He  had  a  profound  knowledge  of  English  history  and  a 
passionate  love  of  poetry;  was  a  brilliant  speaker;  in  society  an  excellent 
conversationalist,  overflowing  in  anecdote  and  genial  humour. 

CHARLES  RANN  (1808-1867):  Lawyer  and  scholar;  educated  at 
Shrewsbury  and  at  King  Edward  VI  School,  Birmingham;  exhibitioner  to 
Trinity  Coll.,  Cambridge;  a  Bell  scholar,  1829;  obtained  prizes  and  medals; 
took  part  in  famous  law  cases;  a  fine  scholar  and  linguist. 

DAVID  (1825-1886):  Scottish  singer;  b.  Perth;  gave  concerts  in 
Edinburgh  and  London ;  toured  Canada  and  Eastern  United  States ;  sang  “The 
Star  Spangled  Banner,”  at  San  Francisco,  at  inaugural  ceremony  of  opening 
of  first  railway  across  the  continent;  toured  around  the  world,  1872-6;  made 
concert  tour  of  England,  Scotland,  Ireland,  South  Africa  and  India.  He  was 
of  kindly  nature  and  marked  religious  feeling;  possessed  a  rich  tenor  voice  and 
dramatic  powers. 

EDMUND  B.  (d.  1848):  Australian  explorer;  Governor  Surveyor  in 
New  South  Wales,  1840;  second  in  command  of  the  last  exploring  expedition 
conducted  by  Sir  Thomas  Livingstone  Mitchell  in  search  of  a  route  from 
Sydney  to  the  Gulf  of  Carpentaria,  1846;  in  1847  was  sent  to  trace  the  Victoria 
River.  His  last  expedition  was  for  the  exploration  of  Cape  York  Peninsula, 
January,  1848,  on  which  expedition  he  was  attacked  and  speared  by  natives 
on  the  way  to  Albany  Bay  and  died  in  the  arms  of  a  faithful  native  named 
Jackey.  A  monument  to  Kennedy  is  in  St.  James’s  Church,  Sydney. 

GILBERT,  second  Earl  of  Cassillis  (d.  1527) :  Sixth  in  descent  from 
John  K.,  of  Dunure,  who,  in  1358,  obtained  a  charter  from  David  II  confirming 
him  in  possession  of  many  estates  in  Ayrshire.  This  family  descended  from 
Duncan,  created  Earl  of  Carrick,  (c.  1228),  the  grandson  of  Fergus,  Lord  of 
Galloway  (d.  1161).  Among  Gilbert’s  ancestors  were  Sir  James  Kennedy,  fa. 
of  James  Kennedy  (14067-1465)  and  Gilbert,  created  first  Lord  Kennedy 
(c.  1456).  David,  his  fa.,  was  created  first  Earl  of  Cassillis,  (m.  Agnes,  dau. 
of  William,  Lord  Borthwick,  and  fell  at  Flodden,  1513).  In  1515  Gilbert 
helped  to  besiege  Queen  Margaret  in  Stirling  Castle  and  was  sent  as  ambas¬ 
sador  to  England,  1516.  In  1519  he  sided  with  Arran  against  Angus,  and  in 
1523  was  one  of  four  nobles  to  whom  was  committed  the  care  of  the  boy-king, 
James  V.  He  was  a  privy  councillor;  in  1524  concluded  at  Berwick  a  three- 
months’  truce  with  the  Duke  of  Norfolk  and  later  endeavored  to  negotiate  a 
definite  peace  and  a  marriage  between  James  and  the  Princess  Mary.  In 
1526  he  was  with  Arran  at  Linlithgow,  arrayed  against  Angus,  and  in  Septem¬ 
ber  with  Lennox,  arrayed  against  Angus  and  Arran.  He  shared  in  Lennox’s 
defeat  and  Arran,  on  his  forfeiture,  received  a  grant  of  his  lands,  but,  on 
November  9,  he  was  discharged  of  treason.  In  December,  1527,  he  was  slain 
at  Prestwick  by  Hugh  Campbell,  of  Loudon,  at  the  instigation,  it  was  said,  of 
Sir  James  Hamilton,  Arran’s  illegitimate  son. 
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GILBERT,  third  Earl  of  Cassillis  (1517?-1558) :  S.  of  Gilbert,  second 
Earl  of  Cassillis.  In  1528  he  was  compelled  to  subscribe  to  the  death-warrant 
of  Patrick  Hamilton.  On  October  30  following  he  was  “discharged  of  all  points 
of  treason  for  being  (with  his  father)  at  the  battle  beside  Linlithgow.”  He 
was  Lord  of  Secret  Council  to  James  V ;  taken  prisoner  at  the  rout  of  Solway 
Moss,  and,  after  a  short  space  in  the  Tower,  was  placed  on  parole  in  the 
charge  of  Archbishop  Cranmer;  dismissed  upon  hostages  (his  brother  and 
uncle)  to  be  given  for  his  return  if  unable  to  effect  match  between  Queen  Mary 
and  Prince  Edward;  in  1546,  with  other  nobles,  discharged  all  bands  made  with 
the  king  and  was  selected  to  attend  the  Governor,  Arran,  at  secret  council ;  in 
1550  attended  Mary  of  Lorraine  to  France;  Lord  High  Treasurer,  1554;  in 
1558  commissioned  to  represent  Scotland  at  the  marriage  of  Mary  Queen  of 
Scots  to  the  Dauphin. 

GILBERT,  fourth  Earl  of  Cassillis  (1541?-1576) :  S.  of  Gilbert,  third 
Earl  of  Cassillis;  gentleman  of  the  bedchamber  to  Henry  II,  1559;  attended 
Queen  Mary  at  her  last  parting  from  Darnley  ;  sat  on  the  mock  assize  that 
acquitted  Bothwell;  fought  well  for  Queen  Mary  at  Langside,  1568;  present  at 
the  Stirling  Parliament  when  Lennox  was  slain,  1571 ;  Privy  Councillor.  There 
are  extant  letters  written  to  him  by  Mary  from  England. 

GILBERT  (1678-1745):  Irish  divine;  b.  Dundonald;  wrote  able 
pamphlets  on  religion. 

GRACE  (1782-1825) :  Author  of  religious  tales;  b.  Ayrshire;  best-known 
tale  was  “Father  Clement.” 

JAMES  (14067-1465) :  Bishop  of  St.  Andrews;  s.  of  Sir  James  Kennedy, 
of  Dunure,  Ayrshire;  consecrated  to  Bishopric  of  Dunkeld,  1438;  attended 
Council  of  Florence  in  effort  to  secure  Pope  Eugenius  IV’s  help  in  reforming 
abuses;  instrumental  in  effecting  reconciliations  between  contending  noblemen 
in  political  affairs ;  op,  several  missions  to  Rome ;  founded  St.  Salvator’s  Coll, 
in  St.  Andrews,  1450;  established  Grey  Friars  Monastery  in  St.  Andrews; 
regent  during  minority  of  James  III;  charge  of  the  kingdom  was  committed 
to  him,  as  well  as  pacification  of  nobles  associated  with  him  in  the  government. 

JAMES  (17937-1827):  Author  of  “Conversations  on  Religion  with 
Lord  Byron”;  zealous  promoter  of  circulation  of  the  Bible;  surgeon  in  Royal 
Navy;  a  close  friend  of  Lord  Byron. 

JAMES,  M.  D.  (17857-1851):  Bibliographer;  graduated  at  Glasgow, 
1813;  promoted  medicinal  baths  at  Ashby-de-la-Zouch,  Leicestershire. 

JAMES  [afterwards  KENNEDY-BAILIE]  (1793-1864):  Classical 
scholar;  s.  of  Nicholas;  published  and  lectured  on  classical  works. 

SIR  JAMES  SHAW  (1788-1865):  General;  of  a  family  identified  by 
some  with  Schaws,  of  Sornbeg,  Ayrshire,  and  connected  with  ancient  house 
of  Kennedy,  claiming  Scottish  royal  descent;  served  in  Copenhagen,  Spain,  and 
Corunna;  was  in  the  famous  march  of  the  light  brigade  from  Lisbon  to 
Talavera ;  present  in  many  affairs  on  the  Coa  and  Agueda ;  with  Craufurd  in 
battle;  displayed  gallantry  in  action;  stationed  at  Calais  as  English  com¬ 
mandant,  1818;  presented  with  diamond  ring  by  Emperor  of  Russia  for 
services  in  embarking  a  Russian  contingent  of  8000  men,  1818;  promoted 
Brevet  Lieut.-Colonel  on  recommendation  of  Wellington;  commanded  forces 
in  North  Britain,  1852. 

JOHN,  fifth  Earl  of  Cassillis  (15677-1615):  S.  of  Gilbert,  fourth  Earl; 
during  his  lifetime  occurred  the  “Ayrshire  tragedy,”  outcome  of  long-standing 
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fued  between  the  house  of  Cassillis  and  the  cadet  line  of  Bargany. 

JOHN  [KENNEDIE]  (fl.  1626):  Poet;  wrote  and  published  love  tales 
and  works  on  theology. 

JOHN,  sixth  Earl  of  Cassillis  (1595?-1668) :  Nominated  Privy  Councillor, 
1641 ;  attended  Westminster  Assembly,  1643 ;  commissioned  to  urge  on  Charles  I 
acceptance  of  English  Parliament’s  proposals,  1646;  conferred  with  Charles  II 
at  the  Hague,  1649 ;  appointed  Lord  Justice-General  and  admitted  an  Extraor¬ 
dinary  Lord  of  Session,  1649. 

JOHN,  seventh  Earl  of  Cassillis  (1646?-1701) :  S.  John,  sixth  Earl; 
sworn  a  Privy  Councillor,  1689,  and  made  Lord  of  the  Treasury  the  same  year. 

JOHN  (d.  1760):  Numismatist;  M.  D.;  resided  shore  time  in  Smyrna; 
collector  of  Greek  and  Roman  coins ;  his  collection  of  Roman  coins  said  to  be 
best  private  collection  in  Great  Britain. 

JOHN  (1698-1782) :  Divine;  presented  to  rectory  of  All  Saints,  Bradley, 
Derbyshire ;  described  as  a  good  and  learned  man ;  a  religious  writer. 

JOHN  (1789-1833):  Scottish  poet;  b.  Kilmarnock;  his  poems  were 
clever,  witty  and  satirical. 

JOHN  (1769-1855):  Cotton-spinner  and  inventor;  s.  Robert  K.;  b. 
Knocknalling,  Kirkcudbrightshire;  made  fortune  as  a  spinner;  introduced 
several  improvements  for  spinning  of  fine  yarns,  including  the  “jack  frame”; 
contributed  papers  to  the  Manchester  Library  and  Philosophical  Society,  of 
which  he  -was  a  member. 

JOHN  (1819-1884) :  Highland  divine;  s.  John  K.,  a  minister  of  Killeaman, 
Ross-shire;  attended  Aberdeen  Univ.,  1836;  inducted  into  a  free  church  at 
Dingwall,  Ross-shire;  honorary  degree  of  D.  D.  conferred  on  him,  1873,  by 
Aberdeen  Univ.;  a  man  of  great  literary  culture;  a  lover  of  poetry  and 
pictures. 

JOHN  PITT  (1796-1879):  Lieut.-Colonel ;  s.  John  Pitt  K.,  rector  of 
Carn  Donagh,  co.  Donegal;  b.  Donagh;  educated  Royal  Military  Academy, 
Woolwich,  graduating  with  honors;  officer  in  the  corps  of  Royal  Engineers; 
constructed  a  harbor  at  Santa  Maura;  built  the  Guardianno  and  Point 
Theodore  lighthouses,  a  quay  and  roads;  Island  Secretary  and  Director  of 
Public  Works  at  Cephalonia,  1822;  studied  agriculture  abroad  and  instructed 
farmers  therein,  achieving  great  success  in  cultivating  wastes  of  land  in 
Ireland;  appointed  Inspector-General  under  Irish  National  Education  Depart¬ 
ment,  1837 ;  did  arduous  public  service  in  relief  work  and  organized  measures 
for  protecting  safety  of  public  during  revolutionary  outbreaks,  1848;  served 
in  India  with  Napier,  a  warm  friend,  1849;  accompanied  expedition  to 
Peshawur  to  open  the  pass  and  relieve  the  fortress  of  Kohat,  1850;  Military 
Secretary,  1849;  a  military  road  which  he  built  through  Simla  bears  his  name; 
appointed  consulting  engineer  to  the  government  of  India  for  railways,  1850, 
assuming  charge  of  railway  department  in  Calcutta;  became  an  original 
founder  and  the  managing  director  of  the  Bombay,  Baroda  and  Central  Indian 
Railway,  1853. 

PATRICK  (1801-1873):  Irish  miscellaneous  writer;  b.  co.  of  Wexford; 
most  entertaining  work  was  “Legendary  Fictions  of  the  Irish  Celts.” 

QUINTIN  (1520-1564):  Abbot;  s.  Gilbert  K.,  second  Earl  of  Cassillis; 
educated  at  St.  Salvator’s  Coll.,  St.  Andrews,  and  Univ.  of  Paris;  abbot  of 
Crosraguel,  a  monastery  founded  by  Duncan,  Earl  of  Carrick,  from  whom  the 
Kennedys  claimed  descent. 
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RANN  (1772-1851):  Schoolmaster  and  poet;  s.  Benjamin  K.,  a  surgeon 
who  emigrated  to  America  and  settled  at  Annapolis,  Maryland,  to  introduce 
the  remedy  of  inoculation;  went  to  St.  John’s  Coll.,  Cambridge,  where  he 
formed  a  lasting  friendship  with  Samuel  Taylor  Coleridge;  had  personal 
relations  with  eminent  men  of  letters  and  his  poems  received  high  praise. 

THOMAS  (d.  1754):  Scottish  judge;  s.  Sir  Thomas  K.,  of  Kirkhill, 
Ayrshire;  held  with  distinction  office  of  Lord  Advocate,  and  on  accession  of 
George  I  was  raised  to  a  seat  on  the  Exchequer  Bench;  he  was  an  able  judge 
and  his  house  was  the  center  of  reunion  for  cultivated  society  of  Edinburgh. 

THOMAS  FRANCIS  (1788-1879) :  Politician;  b.  at  Greenan;  s.  Thomas 
K.,  of  Dunure;  educated  at  Univ.  of  Edinburgh,  where  he  was  a  contemporary 
of  Byron;  sat  in  Parliament,  1818,  and  was  a  prominent  Whig  in  the  House  of 
Commons;  appointed  Junior  Lord  of  the  Treasury,  1832;  active  in  reform 
laws;  wrote  books  on  law. 

WALTER  (14607-1508?) :  Scottish  poet;  s.  Gilbert,  first  Lord  Kennedy; 
his  grandmother  was  Mary,  dau.  of  Robert  III,  and  his  uncle  was  a  regent 
during  minority  of  James  III;  by  reason  of  royal  connections  and  great  estates 
held  in  the  West  of  Scotland,  especially  in  Carrick,  this  family  was  one  of 
the  most  important  minor  noble  houses  of  Scotland;  held  in  high  esteem  by 
his  contemporaries. 

WILLIAM  (1799-1871) :  Poet  and  miscellaneous  writer;  attended  Belfast 
Coll,  in  1819;  appointed  secretary  to  the  Earl  of  Durham,  Governor-General 
of  Canada,  1838 ;  his  reports  on  Canadian  institutions  were  printed  for  Parlia¬ 
mentary  use;  studied  local  government  in  principal  cities  of  America;  British 
Consul  to  Galveston,  1841. 

WILLIAM  DENHOLM  (1813-1865):  Painter;  b.  at  Dumfries;  studied 
at  the  Royal  Academy,  London;  exhibited  pictures  at  the  Royal  Academy 
and  won  gold  medal  for  his  historical  painting,  “Apollo  and  Idas.”

ANTHONY:  Senator;  b.  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  1811;  removed  with  parents 
to  Charleston,  Va.,  1821;  admitted  to  the  Bar;  became  a  cotton-grower  and 
manufacturer;  member  of  Virginia  Legislature,  1839-43;  Whig  candidate  for 
Congress,  1847;  refused  Consul-Generalship  to  Cuba,  1850;  removed  to  Balti¬ 
more,  1851;  served  U.  S.  Senate,  1858-63;  took  an  active  part  in  framing  the 
Constitution  of  Maryland  in  the  Convention  of  1867. 

ARCHIBALD:  Publicist;  b.  in  Scotland;  d.  in  New  York,  1763;  lineal 
descendant  of  Thomas,  s.  of  the  third  Earl  of  Cassilis,  in  the  peerage  of 
Scotland;  came  to  America;  Collector  of  Customs,  Port  of  New  York;  member 
of  Provincial  Council,  1750;  Receiver-General  of  the  Province. 

CRAMMOND:  Lawyer;  b.  in  North  Berwick,  Scotland,  1842;  came  to 
New  York,  1856;  lectured  on  religious  subjects,  1857-60;  studied  in  Madison 
Univ.,  1861-3;  ordained  Chaplain  of  the  79th  New  York  Regiment,  the  “High¬ 
landers,”  1863;  brevetted  Major  for  services  in  East  Tennessee  and  the 
Wilderness;  lectured  in  England  and  Scotland  on  the  Civil  War,  1864-5; 
connected  with  the  Freedmen’s  Commission,  1865-7;  editor  and  proprietor  of 
the  “Church  Union,”  1869;  was  associated  with  Henry  Ward  Beecher  in 
establishing  the  “Church  Union,”  1869;  studied  law  and  grad,  from  Columbia 
Law  School,  1878;  practiced  in  New  York  and  Washington,  D.  C. 

JOHN  ALEXANDER:  Superintendent  of  Police;  b.  in  Baltimore,  Md., 
1803;  d.  in  New  York  City,  1873;  Commissioner  of  Emigration,  1849;  member 
of  Common  Council,  1854;  Superintendent  of  Castle  Garden  and  did  much  to 
protect  emigrants  against  swindlers;  Superintendent  of  the  Metropolitan  Police, 
1860.  During  the  draft  riots  he  was  severely  beaten  by  a  mob  while  protecting 
the  office  of  the  Provost-Marshal  at  Third  Avenue  and  Forty-sixth  Street, 
1863,  and  never  fully  recovered  from  his  wounds.  Provost-Marshal  of  New 
York  City  and  Superintendent  of  Police  during  the  Civil  War;  resigned,  1870; 
president  of  a  street-railroad  company;  Collector  of  Assessments  until  his 
death. 

JOHN  PENDLETON:  Author;  b.  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  1795;  d.  in  New¬ 
port,  R.  I.,  1870;  grad,  at  Baltimore  Coll,  now  Univ.  of  Maryland),  1812; 
fought  at  Bladensburg  and  North  Point,  1814;  studied  law;  admitted  to  the 
Bar,  1816;  elected  to  Maryland  House  of  Delegates,  1820;  Secretary  of 
Legation  to  Chili,  1823,  but  withdrew  his  acceptance;  strenuously  opposed 
extension  of  slavery;  warm  supporter  of  John  Quincy  Adams’  administration; 
elected  to  Congress,  1838;  elector  on  the  Harrison  ticket,  1840;  elected  to 
Congress,  1840;  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Commerce;  elected  to  Maryland 
House  of  Delegates,  1846,  and  made  Speaker;  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  1852. 
It  was  mainly  due  to  his  efforts  that  Commodore  Perry’s  Japan  expedition 
and  Dr.  Kane’s  second  Arctic  voyage  were  successful.  After  the  war  he  made 
three  visits  to  Europe  and  while  there  became  a  friend  of  William  M. 
Thackeray.  He  wrote  the  fourth  chapter  of  the  second  volume  of  “The 
Virginians”  for  Thackeray,  which  accounts  for  accurate  descriptions  of  local 
scenery  about  Cumberland,  with  which  Kennedy  was  familiar  and  which 
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Thackeray  had  never  seen;  U.  S.  Commissioner  to  the  Paris  Exhibition,  1867; 
bequeathed  his  library  and  papers  to  the  Peabody  Institute;  LL.  D.,  Harvard, 
1863;  wrote  novels. 

JOSEPH  CAMP  GRIFFITH:  Statistician;  b.  in  Meadville,  Pa.,  1813;  d. 
in  Washington,  D.  C.,  1887;  his  grandfather,  Samuel,  served  as  a  surgeon  on 
the  staff  of  General  Washington;  educated  at  Alleghany  Coll.;  studied  law; 
editor  of  papers  in  Crawford,  Pa.,  and  Venango,  Pa.;  appointed  by  President 
Taylor  secretary  of  a  board  to  prepare  a  plan  for  taking  the  seventh  and 
future  U.  S.  census,  1849;  appointed  by  President  Buchanan  to  complete  the 
census  of  1850;  was  made  Superintendent  of  the  eighth  census,  1859;  visited 
Europe  in  1850,  with  a  special  view  of  securing  uniformity  in  census  statistics 
and  uniform  cheap  postage  for  all  nations;  active  in  organizing  the  first 
Statistical  Congress,  which  met  at  Brussels,  1853;  Secretary  of  the  U.  S. 
Commissioners  to  the  World’s  Fair  in  London,  1851;  member  of  the  Statistical 
Congresses  of  1855  and  1860;  Commissioner  to  the  London  Exhibition  of  1862; 
Examiner  of  National  Banks  under  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency,  1865-6; 
received  a  gold  medal  from  King  Christian  IX  of  Denmark  for  his  labors  as 
a  statistician;  member  of  different  American,  French,  German  and  Belgian 
learned  societies;  received  degree  of  LL.  D.  from  Alleghany  Coll.;  endowed 
that  institution  with  four  perpetual  scholarships  for  the  benefit  of  disabled 
young  soldiers  and  orphans  of  soldiers. 

JOSIAH  FORREST:  Physician;  b.  in  Oak  Grove,  Pa.,  1834;  grad,  of 
Dickinson  Coll.  (1855),  Jefferson  Medical  Coll,  and  Med.  Dept.,  Univ.  of 
N.  Y. ;  removed  to  Iowa;  Army  Surgeon,  1861;  professor  of  obstetrics,  Iowa 
State  Univ.  (1869)  and  Iowa  Coll,  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Des  Moines 
(1870) ;  secretary,  Iowa  State  Board  of  Health  and  Iowa  State  Board  of 
Medical  Examiners;  edited  the  “Iowa  Health  Bulletin”;  edited  and  compiled 
reports  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  1883-5;  contributed  to  professional 
periodical  literature.  A  /lOl  'ISO 

SAMUEL:  Clergyman;  b.  in  Scotland,  I72T;  a.' m "Basking  Ridge,  N.  J., 
1787;  grad,  at  Univ.  of  Edinburgh;  studied  theology  in  this  country  and 
became  pastor  of  Presbyterian  Church  at  Basking  Ridge. 

WILLIAM  MEGEE:  Clergyman;  b.  (probably)  in  North  Carolina, 
1773;  d.  in  Newberry  District,  S.  C.,  1840;  entered  ministry  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  1805;  labored  as  circuit  and  stationed  preacher  and  presiding  elder 
for  more  than  thirty  years;  agent  for  the  Cokesbury,  S.  C.,  school,  1838; 
originated  and  carried  out  a  plan  of  contribution  which  secured  to  that 
.  institution  a  handsome  endowment;  eminent  among  clergymen  of  the  Southern 
Methodist  Church. 

WILLIAM  NASSAU:  Canadian  soldier;  b.  in  Darlington,  Ontario, 
1839;  d.  in  London,  England,  1885;  lieutenant  in  expeditionary  force  sent  to 
Winnipeg  under  General  Garnet  (since  Lord)  Wolseley,  1870;  adopted  Win¬ 
nipeg  as  his  home;  Register  of  Deeds  for  the  city  and  county,  1872;  member 
of  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Northwest,  1873;  Chief  Magistrate,  1875-6; 
organized  and,  for  several  years,  was  Lieut.-Colonel  of  the  Winnipeg  Field 
Battery;  commanded  the  90th  Winnipeg  Rifles,  1883;  when  the  call  came 
for  Canadian  voyageurs  to  go  to  Egypt,  Col.  Kennedy  raised  a  regiment  from 
Manitoba  and  afterward  served  with  them  throughout  the  entire  Egyptian 
campaign. 

WILLIAM  SLOANE:  Clergyman;  b.  in  Muncy,  Pa.,  1822;  d.  in 
Cincinnati,  Ohio,  1861;  grad.  Western  Reserve  Coll.,  1846;  studied  theology; 
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ordained  pastor  of  Congregational  Church  in  Brecksville,  Ohio;  called  to 
Sandusky,  1852;  took  charge  of  a  parish  in  Cincinnati,  1859;  author  of 
religious  works.

The  compiler  of  KENNEDY  FAMILY  RECORDS  has  made  up  a  list 
of  Kennedys  from  city  and  telephone  directories  of  the  United  States,  and  from 
other  sources,  totalling  6812  names.  To  secure  an  estimate  of  the  “Kennedy 
population”  of  the  United  States,  we  figure  as  follows:

Since  Kennedy  daughters  marry  and  have  as  many  descendants 
as  the  Kennedy  sons,  there  are  as  many  Kennedy  descendants  of 
other  names  as  there  are  bearing  the  name  Kennedy,  though  it  is 

much  easier  to  locate  the  latter .  2

There  are  Kennedys  in  every  State  of  the  Union.  The  Kennedy  population 
of  the  British  Empire  is  probably  equal  to  that  of  the  United  States. 


(M)  RELIGIONS  OF  THE  KENNEDYS 

For  several  centuries  most  of  the  Kennedys  lived  in  Scotland.  Most  of 
the  Scotch  and,  likewise,  the  Kennedys  were  and  are  of  the  Presbyterian  faith. 
Practically  all  the  Kennedys  who  went  from  Scotland  to  the  North  of 
Ireland,  and  their  descendants,  remained  Presbyterian. 

There  are  some  Kennedys  of  the  Catholic  faith  in  the  British  Isles.  It  is 
estimated  that  their  number  does  not  exceed  5  or  10  per  cent,  of  the  entire 
Kennedy  population. 

The  Kennedys  who  came  from  the  British  Isles  to  America  continued  in 
the  faith  of  their  fathers,  for  the  most  part,  though  their  descendants  in  this 
country  today  will  be  found  in  the  memberships  of  practically  all  the  various 
churches.  It  is  estimated  that  of  all  the  Kennedys  in  America  who  are  church 
members,  at  least  90  per  cent,  are  of  the  Protestant  faith.

(O)  THE  KENNEDY  COAT  OF  ARMS 

A  Coat  of  Arms  is  a  device  which  is  displayed  by  a  titled  person,  a  person 
of  royal  blood,  and  their  descendants.  Coats  of  Arms  wTere  used  partly  for 

purposes  of  identification  and  recognition,  on  the  field  of  battle,  as  well  as 
in  civil  life. 

It  is  claimed  by  some  writers  that  Coats  of  Arms,  in  a  crude  form,  were 
used  by  Noah’s  sons  after  the  flood.  There  are  records  of  other  Coats  of 
Arms,  in  one  crude  form  or  another,  at  different  periods  of  ancient  history. 
Heraldry,  however,  as  we  know*  it  today,  did  not  become  of  much  importance 
until  soon  after  the  invasion  of  England  by  William  the  Conqueror,  A.  D. 
1066.  Heraldry  became  of  general  interest  at  about  the  time  of  the  Crusades. 
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The  Kennedy  Coat  of  Arms  shown  on  the  cover  of  this  volume  is  the 
Arms  of  KENNEDY  OF  FINNARTS,  Ayrshire,  Scotland,  whose  family  line 
goes  back  to  the  ancient  Earls  of  Carrick,  and  from  whom  nearly  all  the 
American  Kennedys  are  descendant.  It  has  been  used  by  the  Kennedy  family 
for  many  centuries. 

Illustrations  of  this  Coat  of  Arms,  with  descriptions,  pedigrees,  etc.,  is 
found  in  BURKE’S  LANDED  GENTRY,  1925,  and  in  many  other  reliable 
works  of  heraldry.  The  description,  in  heraldic  parlance,  is  as  follows: 

ARMS:  Quarterly  1st  and  4th,  Kennedy,  agr.,  a  chevron  gu.  between 

three  crosslets  fitchee  sa.,  2nd  and  3rd,  az,  three  fleur- 
de-lis  or. 

SUPPORTERS:  Dexter,  a  lady  attired  in  the  costume  of  the  16th  century; 

sinister,  a  wyvern,  both  ppr. 

CREST:  A  fleur-de-lis  or,  issuing  out  of  two  oak  leaves  ppr. 

MOTTO:  Fuimus  (English — We  have  been).
